Relapse Comes Suddenly and Apparent- | 


ly When Bad Turn Was 
Least Expected. | 


Milburn House, Buffalo, N. Y., Sept. 13, 
6 a. m.—President McKinley began to sink 
shortly after 2 o'clock this morning after a 
critical period of twelve hours, in which 
alarm and hope mingled in the emotions of 
those who surrounded him. 

Trouble began on the preceeding afternoon 
through the failure of the digestive organs 
The necessity 
for nourishment had béen pressing for sev- 
‘eral days, and the partial failure of ar<i- 
ficial means had led to the adoption of nat- 
ural means. The rectum, through which 
nourishment had been injected previously 
to Wednesday, became Urttated and rejected 
the enemas. 


Feeding by Mouth Tried. 
‘This forced the physicians to try to feed 


hi mthrough the mouth, probably before the 
stomach was prepared. The first adminis- 
tration of beef juice ‘through the mouth, 
however, seemed to agree with the patient, 


, and the physicians were highly gratified at 


the way the stomach seemed to receive the 
food. | | 

Dr. McBurney was especially jubilant over 
the action of the stomach and yesterday 
morning before his departure for New York 
dwelt upon the fact that the stomach seemed 
to have resumed its normal functions. The 
breakfast of chicken broth, toast, and coffee 
given yesterday morning was spoken of by 
all the physicians as strong evidence of the 
President's marked improvement. It was 
only when it became apparent late in the

‘The City of Traverse left Milwaukee yes- 
terday afternoon, having gone there from 
Chicago, and is expected to arrive at Mack- 
inac Island this afternoon. After a day's 
investigation on the part of Detectives Her- 
man and Spiegel of the Harrison Street Sta- 
tion, \a telegram was sent to the police at 
Mackinac last night asking that Thurston 
be. placed under arrest on his arrival there 
and asked whether he could help the Chi- 
cago police clear up the mystery.. 

The police have learned that Thurston 
recently told Frank Colby, one of the men 
.who worked with him on the boat, that 
Stella Cook soon would be missing. This 
statement and the fact that the woman has 
not been. seen at her rooming place since

Thurston will have to say when asked if 
he can explain why the girl has not returned. 


Girl Recently from Country. 


Stella Cook came to Chicago in June. The 
detectives say she was brought to the city by 
Thurston, who first met her in Michigan City. 
| The couple went to live at| the Great Eastern 
| Hotel at 360 Wabash avenue, where Thurston 
made his home when he was not on the boat. 

Thurston and the young wom 
have not got along well of late. On Monday, 
the day before Stella Cook's disappearance, 
Thurston was in such an| unpleasant frame 
of mind that he threw a cleaver at one of the 
men in the kitchen of the boat. A painful 
wound was inflicted on the victim, who called 
a policeman.

The explosion came when the four men 
were in the little office on the Clark street 
side of the building.

I 
was not watching the work of the chemist 
at the time of the explosion. He had been 
storing nitrogen gas a good part of the day, 
and I did not anticipate any danger. I think 
in some manner a spark must have reached 
the gas, The force of the concussion was 
something remarkable. It is a wonder that 
we were not more seriously part.”

CHALLENGER HAS NARROW 
CAPE OFF SANDY HOOK. 


Gale strikes Toeht with Sails 
Spread and Puts Severe Strain on 
Mast and Rigging—Boat tn Danger of 
Running Aground, but Captain Syc- 
amore’s Nerve Brings It Out Safety— 
Str Thomas Is Pleased with the Way 


New York, Sept. ite ten 
in these waters and in the sixteen or more on 
the Clyde Shamrock II. and its crew never 
had a more exciting experience then for ten 
minutes this afternoon when the yacht was 
caught ip a fierce squall which blew at the 
rate of fifty-four miles an hour, as recorded 
at the Sandy Hook weather station. 

The squall came so suddenly that the men 
had no time to shorten sail except to take 


-im the fore staysail, so that the yacht had 


to take it with the whole mainsail, jib, and a 
working gaff topsail set. The boat was off 
the bell buoy at Sandy Hook, bound in after

Matters Look Serious. 

Things began to look serious for the chal- 
lenger. Captain Sycamore never lost his 
head, but shifted his helm and then, as thé 
yacht began to gather headway, it felt the 
full force of the wind. Down it went, until 
its rail was out of sight, and water was 
boiling up around the hatches. The tall 
mast was leaning at an angle of between 
35 and 45 degrees, and there was not a man 
who watched it but expected to see the mast 
go by the board. Gradually it righted and 
forged ahead, but a new danger threatened. 

The yacht was now out of the channel and. 
heading directly for the east point of the 
dangerous shoal known as Filynn’s Knoll, 
where there is only fifteen feet of water, and 
it draws about twenty-one feet. Fearing 
that it would strike, some of the crew hailed 
the tug Lawrence, but the tug could not 
have reached the yacht in time. The mo- 
ment it had sufficient headway to go about 
Captain Sycamore jammed his tiller hard 
down, ard tht boat ree staggering 
up into the wind, until th the big malinsal!! slat- 
ted like claps of thunder, and it looked as if 
the jib would jerk the bowsprit of the boat. 
But not a rope yarn parted, and as it filled 
away, heeling down again to the danger 
angle, it cleared the shoal and was soon out 
in deep water again. 


3 Severe Strain on Mast. 

“Tt had been @ fiarrow escape, but the squall 
had not yet spent its force, and the strain 
on the mast and gear for the next five min- 
utes was something terrific. Standing on 
the slanting deck was impossible without 
holding on to something. By the advice of 
John Hyslop, the measurer of the New York 
Yacht club, and the first American who has 
sailed on Shamrock, Mrs. Jameson and some 
of the guests went below when the squall 
struck, so as to be clear of the spars and 
gear if any had carried away. The others 
remained on deck, hanging on to the weather 
rail until the weight of the squall had passed. 
Then a couple of men were sent aloft to un- 
lace the luff of the gaff topeail from the 
mast and send it down, A few minutes later 
the* tender Lawrence passed the yacht a 
line, the mainsal!l was lowered, and the yacht 
made fast to its moorings at 2:30.

Now, however, an entirely different 
view of the matter is taken by Dr. von Bunge 
in an article published in the Journal for 
Biology under the title, ‘ The Increasing Con- 
sumption of Sugar and Its Danger.’ 

“ This investigator concludes from the well 
known fact that children who eat sugar are 
pale and have bad teeth, that sugar, owing to 
the fact that it does not contain enough iron 
and lime, and that it is substituted for other 
food containing these materials, has an in- 
jurious effect and its use should not be recom- 


mended. 
** For this reason Dr. von Bunge advocates 
an increase of the sugar tax. 
Anather important physiologist, 

Lepine, in Lyons, takes a diametrically 
site position, and shows from Dr. Bunee’s . 
own tables that there is little lime and iron 
in any of our food. His conclusion is that an. 
increased consumption of sugar could not, 
for the reasons advanced by Dr. von Bunge, 
have a deleterious effect. He, moreover, calis 
attention to the fact that in France, where, 
owing to its high price, sugar is really an ar- 
ticle of luxury, and where, accordingly, only 
one-third as much per head of population is. 
used as in England, the peowe in general do 
not seem to enjoy better P ops than the 
English and Americans. The only bad re- 
sult of the large consumption of sugar in 
these countries appears to be an iricreased 
demand for.the services of dentists, but even 
in this respect the English and Americans 
ate probably little worse off than other civi- 
lized nations. 

‘** Professor Lepine declares that, from the 
standpoint of a hygteriist, he would rejoice to 
see his fellow-countrymen increase their con- 
sumption of sugar three or four fold, and 
that he would not have the slightest anxiety 
in regard to the consequences.

WOMEN AN 


HUNDRED LIVES IMPRBILED 


BY COLORADO DYNAMITERS, 


them at Cripple Creek Have Narrow 
When Barber Shop Is Blown 
Up—Act Causes Defeat of Wife of 
Strike Sympathizer, Who Sought Ot- 
fice in the Organisation—Big 
ward Offered. 


Creek, Cola,,-Sept. 12—{Bpecial.)— 


Cripple 
delegates to the meeting of the Colorado 
Federation of Women’s Clubs, narrowly es- 
ecaped instant death in the dynamiting of 


the barber shop of John Tyler, supposedly 
by striking miners. 

The crowd of women was directly in front 
of the shanty at the time of the explosion 


and several were struck by the flying pieces, 


but none was seriously hurt. 


The opposition to Mrs. Finn was led by the" 
women who had such a narrow escape from 
death for the simple reason that she repre- 
sented the miners’ interests in the camp. 

Mrs. Finn is one of the wealthiest residents 
of the district, but her husband has been inti- 
mately affiliated with the strikers and is a 
strictly union sympathizer, acting as attor- 
ney for the Western Federation of Miners 
whenever counsel was required. 

He does not condone the action of the 
white-cappers, but is one of the most active 
men in the camp who tried to trace the crime 
to its source. Nevertheless, the women visit-° 
ors could not repress resentment of the out- 
break of white-caps during the time when | 
there were so many distinguished strangers 
in the camp. | 
The dynamiting is ascribed to the Miners’ 
union, which recently posted a notice to the 
effect that non-union men would be allowed 
five days to decide upon joining or quitting 
the camp. There is a feeling of unrest, and 
the Woods brothers, the chief property- : 
owners, whose wives are the chief entertain- 
ers of the federation, have offered a reward 
of $1,000 for information leading to the de- 
tection of the culprit who jeopardised the 
women, | 

Predicts Serious Trouble. 

The Times, referring to the act, says: 

“ Outlawry is rampant in this.county and 
the people in all sections cry out against it. 
~he Sheriff must demonstrate his power by 
works, not words, and enforce the law as in- 
tended by the framers of the constitution. 
The fire of revolt is smoldering and it is not 
improbable that another outbreak similar 
to be sprung. 

Portland cOmpany, the largest employer of 
labor in the camp, has declared to the repre- 
sentatives of the miners that they will no 
longer limit the employment of union men, 
but all who are competent will be received 
if there is work.

I MUSIC AND THE DRAMA. 
Sothera in Laurence Irving’s Play, 
Edward H. Sothern seems to have found 
something close to a tragedy in Laurence 
Irving’s play, “‘ Richard Lovelace,”’ which he 
produced in New York on Monday night. In 
spite of the somber coloring‘of the drama, 
however, he seems also to have found a role 
worth adding to his list. Miss Cissie Loftus, 
whiidm imitator on the vaudeville stage, is 
credited by the New York reviewers with 
having acquitted herself at least.fairly well 
of her first test as leading woman, though it 
is said that some phases of her role of Lucy 
Sacheverell are beyond her limitations. 

Richard Lovelace, poet of Char I. and 
his follower in war, is the historical per- 
sonage written by the son of Sir Henry Irving 
into the play. That the stage introduction 
of play and character should be made in New 
York instead of London is one of the cir- 
cumstances which lends interest to the event. 
Mr. Irving has written several plays, but 
he has not yet written e success, unless this 
be one. His father produced “ Peter the 
Great’ and it failed. Robert Taber a year 
ago last spring produced in London *‘ Bonnie 
Dundee,”’ with Graham of Claverhouse as 
its hero, and it fafled. A note of gloom has 
been in everything the ambitious young man 
has done, either as a playwright or as an 
actor,jand as it has been a hard, depressing 
gloom he has not prospered before the public. 
Ability, however, always has shown forth ° 
from, his labors, and it may bé that now, in 
this play offered in a foreign country, he has
